The Schubert Centenary. 

Listening with delight last Saturday afternoon 
at the Queen’s Hall to some of Schubert’s lovely 
music, I was reminded of his sorrowful life of 
poverty and struggle, and his selling beautiful 
songs to publishers for a shilling each, out of 
which they made fortunes. He wrote under 
difficult conditions always. The charming set- 
ting of “Hark! Hark! the Lark,” from Shak- 
spere’s ‘‘ Cymbeline,” was composed in a Vienna 
Pleasure Garden, amidst the clatter of glasses, 
plates, knives, and forks, and a chorus of boister- 
ous revelry. It was written on the tback of a 
printed bill of fare. His larger works never brought 
him any good fortune. The opera ‘‘ Rosamunde ”’ 
was swamped by the absurd libretto, and was 
only played two nights. His first Mass, a work 
of wonderful beauty and originality, was 
neglected, and his orchestral works, some of 
them little inferior to those of Beethoven, re- 
mained in manuscript until Sir George Grove 
discovered them in a cupboard in a house at 
Vienna in 1868. Poor Schubert often complained 
that the music composed in his greatest sorrow 
and poverty always pleased the best. One 
wish—the last—-was gratified. He was buried 
near Beethoven. Born in Vienna, Jan. 31, 1797, 
Franz Schubert had the hundredth anniversary 
of his birth grandly celebrated last Sunday in 
the gay Capital of Austria.

“PRINCIPLES OF CHESS.” 


However well a game may be annotated, the annotator 
cannot hope to impress his readers on any particular point 
very deeply. He touches on so many matters, that the effect 
mostly gets lost. This idea, we believe, must have guided 
Mr. Mason in writing his “ Principles of Chess,” illustrating 
every phase of strategy by positions from-past play.

The Government’s New Education Bill.—In 
the House of Commons, on Monday last, Mr. Balfour ex- 
plained the provisions of the Education Bill. The principal 
objects of the measure are the relief of Voluntary schools 
from rates; the abolition of the 17s. 6d. limit in the case 
of elementary day schools, both Board and Voluntary; 
the allocation of a grant in aid of five shillings per child 
on the average attendance in Voluntary schools; and the 
establishment of associations of Voluntary schools for the 
purpose of advising the Education Department as to the 
best way in which the grant can be applied. A long debate 
took place upon the financial resolution which had to be 
passed preparatory to the introduction of the Bill. It should 
be the duty of Parliament to cut down with a strong hand 
the present grossly extravagant School Board expenditure, 
which inflicts such grievous hardships on the general body 
of ratepayers. 


The Forfar Election Result was made known 
last Monday. Captain J. Sinclair (Liberal) was declared to 
have been elected by a majority of 458 over the Hon. C. M.

able in the government of the territories under the control 
of the Company.” It is evident from Oom Paul’s recent 
concessions in the Transvaal that Mr. Chamberlain’s hints 
in his thoughtful speech were not thrown away. 


The King of Benin’s Butchery of the Peaceful 
British Mission is described afresh by the Brass 
Correspondent of Reuter. He says the ambuseade was 
posted about two hours’ march from the city of Benin. 
The white men were first fired upon while rounding a bend 
in the path. Major Crawford was being carried in a chair, 
and was the first hit. Mr. Powis ran forward with open 
hands to stop the shooting. Consul Phillips, who was 
carrying a flag, then fell. Major Boisragon and Mr. 
Locke state that they went to the assistance of Major 
Crawford, and that while they were helping him he was 
struck again. He then requested them to leave him, say- 
ing that he was done for, and to look out for themselves. 
While talking to Crawford, both Boisragon and Locke were 
hit, the former in the right arm, the latter in the side. Mr. 
Kenneth Campbell was in the rear looking after the carriers. 
Mr. Gordon was next seen to be wounded in the leg. Bois- 
ragonand Locke took to the bush. For five days they lived on 

lantains and dew from the large leaves, and were picked up 
in an exhausted state by frie dly natives. About twelve 
Kroo boys and ten Jackree carriers came in, but could give no 
information. The King of Benin was going through an 
annual butchery of slaves, which he calls “waking his 
father,” and did not want to see the white men, who had 
been received at Gatto, the landing place for the city, with 
a friendly welcome, and who, under the impression that 
matters were all right, had proceeded on their disastrous 
journey.

In 1873 he was appointed British Resident 
at Baroda, and it was during his residence at the 
Court of the Gaekwar that the most exciting event of his 
life occurred. Colonel Phayre in November 1874 com- 
plained of an attempt to poison him, and it being insinuated 
that the Gaekwar, Mulhar Rao, was privy to the attempt, 
his Highness was placed upon his trial. The Hon. Andrew 
R. Scoble (now M.P. for Central Hackney) appeared for 
the prosecution ; and Serjeant Ballantine defended. The 
Gaekwar was, however, deposed on the ground of abuses 
previous to, and not connected with, the inquiry. 


General Sir St. George Foley, who also died 
last week, had a distinguished military career in the 
Crimea, when he was Assist- 
ant Commissiomer at the 
headquarters of the French 
Army. He was Military 
Secretary at Hong-Kong in 
1857, and when the allied 
French and English forces 
landed in 18 0 he was Com- 
missioner at the French 
headquarters. He was 
made a Knight of the 
Legion of Honour for his 
services at this time. He 
was afterwards Governor 
of Guernsey. Sir St. George 
Foley, who was a son of 
the third Baron Foley, was 
the father of Mr. Foler, 
who is one of the leading 
permanent officials at the 
Foreign Office. Another 
son is the Captain Foley 
who was one of the Jame- 
son raiders, and was dis- 
charged at Bow Street 
when “Dr. Jim” and the Tye Lare GexrraL Fouey. 
principals were committed 
for trial. One of the old veteran’s last appearances was at 
the magisterial hearing of the charge at Bow Steeet. He 
was eighty-two.

Dog Shows. 


CORRESPONDENT asks me a 
question, the reply to which I 
print in this column because it 
is a subject of general interest : 
“Why are dog - shows so 
popular; and is it possible to 
make money by following them 
up with a good kennel of 
dogs?” I think that the latter 
part of the question may be 
answered best by saying that 
many men, and women too, do 
make a lot of money by breed- 

ad ing and exhibiting dogs. Of 
course they sell dogs; therein ‘lies their best 
source of profit. It pays nobody to win prizes 
directly ; the good advertisement a kennel gains 
by winning prizes, and the wide circulation such 
fanciers’ papers as the Stock- Keeper, the Fancier’s 
Gazette, and the Field give to reports of dog-shows 
are 


The Best Pay an Owner Gets. 


He soon puts on high prices, and his animals 
enhance their value every time they win a prize. 
Keen exhibitors have other opportunities of 
making money. I know more than one who is 
kept going judging at shows for months every 
year, and who gains a good income by that 
vocation. In a good kennel of, say, collies, for 
instance, a champion stud dog makes a small 
fortune for his owner. One of the most notable 
current examples of that may be seen at the 
Ormskirk kennels, where stud collies bring in 
many hundred pounds a year to their owner. 
The young stud dog 
Ormskirk Emerald, 


for which considerably over £1000 was recently 
refused, 
Has Earned, at Seven Guineas a Fee, 
About £1020 
in little over a year in stud fees alone. For 
several years this dog will doubtless keep his 
position as the best dog of his breed, but there

As to why dog- 
shows are popular, there are two prominent 
reasons.

Ladies are among the most keen in 
the latter respect, and I can name a lot of ladies 
who add considerably to their pin-money by dog- 
fancying. A good dog for a lady fancier is the 
toy terrier. One of the best is the black-and- 
tan toy. I give a good type, owned by a lady. 
The sketch is from a painting by Mr. Vernon 
Stokes. 
More Useful Structures. 

I advise beginners, as a rule, to make their 
own structures. Materials for runs, coops, and 
kennels include roofing felt, matched boarding, 
corrugated iron, and wire netting. These things 
are all very cheap as regards price, and by using 
them economy can be practised fully. I make a 
wigwam structure of felt, slating laths, and wire 
netting, sketch of which is below, that many 
readers will, I am sure, be glad to imitate. It 
is easily fixed when made, and is as easily 
removed from place to place as required. The 
slating laths cost me 1s. 4d. per 100 ft. run, and 
they are quite stout enough (jin. thick by 2in, 
broad) for this purpose. I make this wigwam 
and run in six pieces thus: Two felt-covered 
sides 5ft. by 5ft., and one triangular end to 
correspond and two more sides and one end of 
the same dimensions covered with wire netting. 


A WIGWAM HOUSE AND RUN FOR FOWLS, 


To convert this temporary structure into a 
more permanent one I place it upon a low wall 
of turves, as shown in the sketch. Usually a 
grass field affords a good site for structures of 
this sort. A coating of tar, and upon that dust- 
ing of fine hard sand when the tar is still fresh, 
will make of the felt a most durable and firm 


roof. For door or gate hinges to these light 
structures I use 1}in. wire staples, two of them 
making a capital hinge. For latches, and for 
fixing the parts together, I use hooks and staples, 
which I make for myself from 4-ply solid fencing 
wire, bending short lengths of it into shape with 
the pincers when hot. The turf wall I cut from 
the floor-space I am going to erect the wigwam 
upon. Sods to a depth of 6in. when dug out, 
and built up into a wall all around, will give a 
depth of a foot or more inside, and a house thus 
erected will 
Accommodate Twenty-five or 
Thirty Fowls. 

The broody hen that is most relied on by rearers 
is one that has Game blood in it. Game hens 
sit very closely, they are capital brooders, and 
they defend and cater for their chicks better 


‘than do hens of other breeds. Of cross-breeds, 


Game, Plymouth Rocks, Game Langshans, and 
Game Dorking are the best winter layers, and all 
make sitters to depend on when their first layer 
of eggs has run out. They all cover a lot of 
eggs, and can protect their chickens well in cold 
weather. All are capital table poultry, so there 
is little to choose between them. Of pure breeds, 


The Dorking, Game, Plymouth Rock, 


Langshan, Scotch Grey, Indian Game, Cochin, 
and Brahma are all good sitters. I have 
placed their names in the order I prefer 
them for this use, and I give an ideal here, 
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A WHITE DORKING AND HER BROOD. 
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to entice a few of my readers to try their hands 
at the broody hen business. The best way of 
making money by broody hens is to set them, of 
course ; but those who care to sell them will find 
a good and ready sale if they advertise. Where 
Iam I can get plenty of broody hens in March 


and April for 
2s. 6d. each. 


When possible, I get hens of the breeds or crosses 
before named, and as a rule I rear fine broods of 
chickens or other birds with every three hens I 
buy: Then I let them become pot-boilers as 
soon as possible, and I always consider that a 
fat hen that will make a good dinner for five is 


well worth the few pence extra that I spend over 
her in the fattening pen.

No rest is 
allowed even for a few minutes, for, ‘fas soon 
as one garment is finished it is assed to a 
carrier, who exchanges it for one that is unmade 
in order that work may be resumed without an 
instant’s interval.” 

One of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Factories 
and Workshops, Miss Abrahams, now Mrs. 
Tennant, says that 


Dressmaking Employs More Hands 


than any other workshop industry, and, in her 
opinion, which is very valuable, no class of 
workers is paid as little in proportion to skill 
and cost of living. Of course, it must be remem- 
bered that a girl newly apprenticed to a dress- 
maker is a very unskilled hand indeed, and 
therefore no important work can be sub- 
mitted to her; but she has to work longer 
hours than a ‘factory hand; she habitually 
gives her first year for nothing, and the second 
her earnings per week are very sinall indeed. A 
skilled cutter-out and forewoman can command 
high wages, but “good sleeve and bodice

hands ° make only 15s. or 16s. a week, 
and the ‘‘ ordinary workers from 8s. to 12s.” 
It is almost impossible, Miss March-Phillipps 
says, to give more than an approximate idea 
of any correct schedule of women’s wages, 
and I must say that I have found it extremely 
difficult to ascertain what women can earn per 
week in the various employments open to them— 
except in the General Post Office Savings Bank 
situations, which I fully referred to on Jan. 23. 
But one thing is certain, that in those workshops 
now filled by women which used to be filled by 
men, the former receive a lower rate of wages 
than the latter. Miss March-Phillipps tells us 
that, for the gold-lettering of books by steam- 
power, men used to be paid 35s. a week, 
whilst the women to whom the work has been 
handed over are paid 12s. A male boot-closer 
could earn 25s. a week ; for the same work a girl 


receives 9s. It cannot be right that women 
should be driven by necessity to accept such 


A Low Rate of Wage, 


and I am by no means convinced that for 
women to combine and form trade unions 
would cure the evil. 


Hair-Cutting and Hair-Dressing 


is a very suitable employment for women. Girls 
can be taught at the establishments of Messrs. 
Douglas or Trnefitt, of Bond Street, in whose 
hair-dressing rooms women have been employed 
for the last five-and-twenty years ; but any girl 
who would like to become a hair-dresser would 
do well to apply at 22, Berners Street, in order 
to find out all particulars as to apprenticeship. 


The Occupation of Waitress 


is one which women take up with great success. 
I have not been able to find out where the neces- 
sary training can be obtained, but no doubt the 
manager at 22, Berners Street would be able to 
give the necessar y information. A free register
